them devolved the somewhat 
delicate 


task of fixing the book's 
value. 
This 


clause 
was repealed in 1739, but the 


term of copyright remained unaltered 
until1842, when itwas extended to the 
life of the author 
and seven years,- or 


forty-two years from the date of publi- 
cation, whichever . may prove longer. 
England was the first country thus to 
protect the rights of authors. 
France 


followed suit in 1793, but in Germany 
no copyright law existed until 1870.— 
London News. 


April10, 1710, is a noteworthy date 


in the history of literature. 
On that 


day came into operation an act "for 
the encouragement 
of learning by vest- 


ing the copies of printed books in the 
authors or purchasers of such copies." 
This was the first measure passed for 
the 
protection 
of literary .property. 


The 
word "copyright," 
according 
to 


Dr. Murray, was not used before 17C7. 
In the preamble of the bill, which is 
said to have 
been drafted 
by Dean 


Swift, the necessity 
of a measure "to 


enable 
learned 
men to write useful 


books" Is dwelt 
upon. 
By its 
pro- 


visions two terms of copyright, each 
of fourteen years, were created 
for all 


future publications, one term to follow 
immediately upon the other ifthe au- 
thor were still living at the expiration 
of the first term.

They were rarely feverish

were in good physical condition

erally. Pulses of this kind, from this 
view, which is based 
upon actual ob- 


servations 
of cases, 
do not Indicate 
anything more than an abnormal phys- 
ical condition in the formation of the 
wrist veins. 
"I have met 
with one case 
which 
was possibly a little extraordinary in 
that it was plainer and much more dis- 
tinct than any Ihad ever seen before. 
Itcould almost be heard. 
The artery 


would rise to a point almost as large 
as the ball of the little finger of a 
child and would change from the white 
of the skin to a blood purple with each 
beat of the pulse.

In a gale a stee- 
ple point will sway a foot and a half. 
Usually it sways from seven to nine 
inches. 
Painting It means 
reaching 


for a spot on the right side and finding 
Iton the left, and when making a dive 
for it on the left to see Itsway back 
to the right 
Yet In spite of the con- 


stant 
danger a born steeple 
climber 


exults in his work and is at home only 
when high above the world. He can 
stand triumphant at any height if he 
can have two and a half square inches 
tobear his weight. 


The man's 
safety depends upon the 


hook, and until he has raised himself 
almost to the top it Is Impossible 
for 


him to see whether or not the hook 
has been properly adjusted. 
More than 


once a steeple climber has seen when 
within ten feet of the top that corro- 
sion of the iron and the collection of 
soot have so thickened the wall that 
the hook Is merely balancing on the 
top, so that the slightest pull in the 
wrong direction would drag it off. 
Again, the bricks are often loose at 
the top, and the hook Is likely to tear 
them away. 


When the chair is near the top, it is 


easier to work, because 
the ropes are 


short; but when they lengthen, as the 
ground is approached, 
there is a tend- 


ency 
to swing, and 
the 
wind gives 


impetus. 


But a steeple is not the most dillieult 


height to climb. 
Straight, 
taJl chim- 


neys are the hardest of all. 
There 
a 


man has to work with might and main 
to lifthimself inch by inch from the 
ground to the top. Sometimes (he top 
is 300 feet high. 
.When it Is reached, 


a hook is placed over the edge, a pul- 
ley is made fast, the swinging chair is 
hauled up and work begins. 


There are many ways of getting up 


a steeple, and when all others fail the 
man willtie a rope round It and then, 
with a coil on his back, walk .'ound 
and round it until the entire steeple is 
covered with rope and he has probably 
been round it fully300 times, 
.. 


Steeple 
climbing is in truth "dark 


business," says the Boston Transcript, 
foritIs the custom of experts to make 
the first ascent 
and place the rigging 


at night. 
Then, when the townspeople 


wake, they are amazed 
at finding the 


the steeple conquered. 
The man who 


makes 
a 
success 
of steeple 
climbing 


must 
be determined, 
persistent 
and 


ingenious. 
He 
must 
solve •many 
a 


practical 
problem 
in hoisting 
great 


bodies aloft. 
He must know how to 


fasten a hook over the top of a sky- 
scraping chimney. 
He must have the 


nerve to paint a steeple 
that 
sways 


like a pendulum 
at the 
slender 
top. 


He must be able to tear down, build 
up, gild, paint, place electric wires and 
do many another task that would be a 
problem on the solid earth.
